MINISTERS’ CORNER. 


CONGREGATIONAL. 

Lesson—“Casting all your care upon 
Him, for lie caretli for you.” 

—I Peter 5.7. 

The revised version reads: “Casting 
all your anxieties upon him, because he 
careth for you." 

"Where we are ignorant—God is wise! 
Where we stand blindly in the dark— 
He is the light! ‘ 

Where we wonder—He calmly knows!” 

So said the great Phillips Brooks. 
This was Peter’s truth, expressed 
so simply and homely by him, put 
into a grander, more majestic 
form. Into that there was gather¬ 
ed many a sad and bitter experi¬ 
ence which forced its way into the 
soul of the man who inseparably 
bound himself up with the life of 
our largest New England city. 
“Humble yourselves under the 
mighty haud of God, that He may 
exalt you in due time; casting all 
your care upon Him, because he 
careth for you.” What a mighty 
truth for men to grasp ! What a 
hope for the race ! Alas, that men 
should turn from it and trust in 
the weakness of their own flesh ! 

The most careless observer of 
human life and experience cannot 
but be impressed with the great 
amount of care and worry that 
burdens and depresses men and 
women . everywhere, and fills 
hearts and homes with darkness 
and despair. As death goes here 
and there, reaping its victims, its 
most successful weapon is care, 
worry, anxiety. Work is man’s 
salvation. It is worry that kills 
him. It winds around his heart 
like a deadly serpent, and eats it 
out. With this man it is business 
difficulties; with that, the uncer¬ 
tainty of his trade ; with yonder 
one, domestic or financial difficul¬ 
ties. With this wife it it the can¬ 
kering care of an unhappy rela¬ 
tion; with that, the burden of 
home itself; with still another, 
the feeling that motherhood has 
with her been a fail ure, because 
sons and daughters have gone in 
the ways of sin instead of right¬ 
eousness. With thousands, it is 
the burden of sorrow and pain, be¬ 
reavement aud death. In all these 
Ways, and along all these lines, 
the backs of millions of men and 
women, the majority of them earn¬ 
est and brave, are bowed aud brok¬ 
en and care mercilessly carries its 
victims ou to a premature grave. 

Such is our condition when we 
are disposed to look at that side of 
life. No human power can trace 
out clearly and positively, the ex¬ 
act and precise cause of this condi¬ 
tion. The first great cause was 
undoubtedly man’s separation 
from God. Out of that have grown 
a thousand things which have dis¬ 
turbed the happiness, shattered 
the faith, and dimmed the hope of 
mankind* Is there a way out of 
this? Yes, friends! Peter points 
the way, and if I did not believe 
it 1 should be sorely tempted to 
curse God and die. Some claim 
that God has deliberately sent 
these conditions to try our cour¬ 
age anci faith; others say that He 
permits them for the same reason. 
Whichever is true, I only know 
that there Is not a condition how¬ 
ever seemingly unjust and dark 
and depressing, that faith in God 
may not find a way out. Through 
our faith in Him God has given us 
a way of escape* 

I do not imagine that the truth 
of this text would transform earth 
into heaven, but it would give US a 
blessed foretaste, aud personally I 
welcome It as gladly as I do the 
dayligbt of every new morning 
that God permits me to live. Here 
is the world’s great “ care cure.” 
Look up to God* Believe in His 
Wisdom and His love.CaSt all your 
care, your anxiety upon Him, b e- 
cause he careth for you. 

I want, if I can, to trace out or 
apply the thought of this text 
along a few practical lines* Of 
course it is impossible for me this 
morning to touch human experi¬ 
ence at all points* Suffice it to say 
that Peter utters his words Without 
any qualification whatever. His 
experience has taught him that it 
is hot.a part of your care, it is not 
just one particular kind of care, 
that can be put upon God, but all 
your care. There is not an experi¬ 
ence over so slight in Us measure 
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of either joy or grief, but that God 
has a place for it, in His great 
warm heart. And certainly His 
heart is not shut against those 
greater and more crucial experien¬ 
ces which either bear the soul 
away to dizzy and" dangerous 
heights, or wound it and crush it 
down into the lowest depths of 
pain and sorrow. So I repeat that 
while I can not touch human ex¬ 
perience at all its points, yet the 
truth of this text touches your life 
and my life in all the full sweep 
of their varied experiences, and we 
are bidden to cast all the care that 
these experiences bring upon that 
God who cares for the lilies, and 
the ravens, and so cares infinitely 
more for ins children. 

In the first place, there is that 
common care which grows out of 
discouragements and obstacles 
that crowd the pathway of almost 
every human life. Knowledge is 
baffled, the will is broxen, high re¬ 
solves and noble purposes appar¬ 
ently come to naught. Our labor 
is fruitless. Love is disappoimed, 
tortured and crucified. Certain 
ends are sought that are legiti¬ 
mate and praiseworthy, but obsta¬ 
cle after obstacle saps away the 
heart’s courage, and sometimes 
leaves it paralyzed and helpless. 
Hope is dimmed, and the discour¬ 
aged soul begins to question. Is 
there a way out of this? Yes, 
friends, the way of the text. No 
life is a life unto itself. Whatever 
may be the misfortunes of birth or 
training, every soul born into the 
world becomes a vital part of that 
great living thing which we call 
humanity, which should ultimate¬ 
ly find its way to God. We cannot 
always trace God’s infinite plan 
for bringing about this end, and it 
may be that between that and the 
best laid plans of man there is dis¬ 
cord, but human judgment and 
the best human sense you say, 
have done their best, and there 
the bald, cruel fact of failure stands 
out and who can blame the honest, 
well-meaning man from bowing 
beneath the care of discourage¬ 
ment and obstacle? “My ways are 
not your ways, neither are my 
thoughts your thoughts.” The 
care will not be lessened by doubt¬ 
ing God, but trusting Him sooner 
or later there will break in upon 
the otherwise discouraged soul the 
light of a greater plan and a wiser 
purpose. I know that it is not 
easy to keep courage and faith 
screwed to the pitch that makes 
them consistent with a Christian 
profession or a belief in God, but 
outside of this there is no way of 
escape for us, aud the man can 
count himself blessed indeed who 
can see God, when to the ordinary 
eye, because of the greatness of 
difficulty and failure of plans, he 
is most invisible. To the very 
end of the human journey it may 
mean a thorny path, a stony road, 
great barriers, disappointments at 
every turn, but believing that 
neither things present nor things 
to come, nor life, nor death, nor 
any other creature can separate 
you from the love of God, let diffi¬ 
culty and danger and obstacle re¬ 
fine yon even as by fire, aud make 
your body a fit temple for the spir¬ 
it’s indwelling, aud yout soul a fit 
image of God.
